TO  be  contented  with  our  condition,  whatever  it  ti^ay  be,  to 
live  free  from  ambition,  and  to  entertain  no  fruHlefs  deftres, 
to  rely  on  Providence  for  what  is  mod  fitting  for  as,  ts»  the  true 
fcience  of  happinefs,  and  what  the  generality  of  mtsikind  never 
attain. 

Sadock  was  born  in  the  defart  which  feparates  Mecca  from  Me¬ 
dina  :  a  number  of  charitable  perfons  had  fettled  there,  with  a 
view  to  lend  aflidance  and  fuccour  to  the  devout  muCiltnen,  who 
frequently  traverfe  it  in  order  to  vifit  the  tomb  of  the  prophet. 
The  charitable  fpirit  of  the  firft  fettlers,  had  been  pCrpetuatedi 
among  the  inhabitants  their  defeendants  ;  among  whom  Sadock 
diliinguilhed  himfelf  by  his  zeal.

HU  charity 
procured  him  a  thoufand  bleflings,  and  the  efteem  of  his  ne^h* 
hours,  who  confidered  him  as  a  pattern  for  their  imitation.  He 
was  happy  ;  but  he  did  not  continue  fo  long.  The  fight  of  the 
wealthy,  who  by  chance  pafted  by  his  cottage,  and  of  the  conre* 
niencies  which  they  poftelTed,  at  firft  aftonifhed  him  ;  he  admired 
their  ftate,  fancied  that  it  was  fweet,  and  failed  not  to  defire  it 
earneftly  ;  from  this  moment  he  was  agitated  with  a  fecret  nnea* 
finefs  ;  he  foon  began  to  murmur  and  repine  at  his  lot,  and  ceafed 
being  charitable. 

One  day,  while  he  was  bitterly  bewailing  his  mifery,  an  old 
man  knocks  at  his  door,  and  requefts  alms.  You  wHl'meet  with 
an  indifferent  reception,  faid  Sadock  \  you  might  have  made .  a 
hrtter  application.  I  only  want  an  afylum,  anfwered  the  old 
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man,  and  the  remains  of  your  repafl  will  fuffice  for  me — You  will 
not  fjiid  them  very  plentiful —He  who* Iras  but  little,  c^n  give'oR# 
ly  a  little  ;  the  inieniion  renders  it  valuable  ;  heaven  is  ihrmdrt 
pleafed  with  it,  and  its  reward  the  more  certain.  1  don’t  know 
what  mine  will  be  ;  but  I  have  been  hofpitable  a  long  while  ;  yet 
dillcnipers  ravage  iny  flocks,  aird  the  (un  withers  the  fruit  in  my 
garden,  inllead  of  ripening  them. — How'cver,  you  have  flill  feme- 
thing  left  ;  Alla  has  not  taken  all  from  you.  He  is  vadly  kind  ! 
indeed  fate  is  very  unjuft  !  there  are  fo  many  rich  people,  who 
live* only  for  themfelves,  and  wlndV  treafures  .ate  peVpcfUaHy Ih. 
creating.  How  wretched  am  I. — You  think  you  are  fo. — Father, 
exH!uine  mv  condition,  Ice  mv  habitation  ;  ilorms  often  beat  it 
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Sadock  now  difplayed  tke  moil  brjllUot  luxury;  kept  a  noble 
tabic,  had  a  choice  feraglio,  a  .great  number  oi*  ilaveSt  »  fuperb 
equipage,  and  enjoyed  all  the  cQUvenieucies  and  pleafurca  whicli 
he  had  To  eariicftly  hoped  for  ;  but  he  was  ibou  Catiatejd  ;  th^  Ui- 
dies  of  his  feraglio  were  charming,  but  they  did  not  Ipve  hint  ? 
the  paraiites  who  conilaiuly  furroiiiided  hla  table^  praifed  the  cook 
and  laughed  at  the  mailer. 

Sadock  wiflied  to  enjoy  peribnal  confequence ;  he  wa*  defirqus 
of  humbling  the  men  of  genius  who  dcfpiled  hini>  and  of  becoin- 
i:)g  a  genius  hiniielf ;  he  therefore  invoked  his  guardian  angt^, 
and  l  equeiled  the  gift  of  genius.  You  have  oo  occafion  for  ntf, 
replied  the  Genie,  you  are  rich  ;  imitate  the  great,  who  have  the 
reputation  of  writing  the  preitieft  verfes  in  the  \v.otld,  get  theip 
made  fur  you.  1  might  peniioo  a  poet,  faid'Sadock,  but  I  would 
fain  produce  foinething  excellent,  and  genius  jh  not  to  be  bought.'** 
belides,  I  have  delicacy  enough  to  wiili  to  be  the  author  ot  i»y 
own  works.  ,  ,  • 

The  Genie  made  no  anfvver,  but  breatlied  upon  Sadpek 
iinincdiatcly  became  a  poet,  and  wrote  a  poem  of  two  tboufand 
lines.  He  hailcned  to  aifemble  a  prodigious  deal  o£  company, 
who  were  not  a  Little  furprifed  at  being  incited  io  hear  it  read. 
Sadock  an  author,  feemed  to  them  fomething  cuhtical  ;  if  they 
fmiied  at  the  news,  they  trembled  when  Uiey  b/ihjpld  the  life  of 
the  volume.  Sadock  began,  according  tb  cuft^mi^  requeftiiig  « 
indulgence  for  a  young  mufe  ;  mentioned  the  wpaknels  of^bts 
voice,  begged  the  audience  to  be  filent  and  attentiye,’ibOd  read  his 
poem  with  the  voice  of  a  Stentor.  ‘  i  .  #  1' 

The  poem  was  vadly  admired  ;  ^the  men  pf  genius  eyed  each 
other  with  furprife,  to  difeover  which  amongft  them  had  lenrSa^ 
dock  his  mufc  ;  for  they  did  not  do  him  the;  honour  to  fuppole 
that  he  compoled  them  himfelf..  .Several  other  .prod unions  as 
fublime  undeceived  them,  and  excited  their  envy  ;  they  ufed  .every 
method  to  tarnifli  th.e  glory  of  the  new  poet^  and  to  either  hie 
laurels;  unable  to  leilen  his  talents,  they  attacked. hie  morals^ 
Alas  !  cried  he,  happinefs  is  not  the  lot  of  the  learned  ;,!  was 
happier  in  iny  former  obfeunty.  He  grew  dii^ded  with  literary 
fame,  and  renounced  tbe.inufes  in  a  fine  poenif  which  redouUed 
the  confufton  and  hatred  of  his  enemies. .  ^  , 

The  grand  vizir  . died  very  (bon  after.  Sadock  wifhed^fi^r  his 
place  ;  the  Genie  was  at  hand  to  af&fl  b^n..  In  the  cpurfcrof  bis 
literary  works,  he  had  diftinguilhed  himiclf  by  fbme  political 
writings  ;  the  public  vpice  called  the  author  to  the  bigbofl  flu* 
tion,  next  the  thronej  the  monarch  exalted  bim  thereto.  Sadock 
podelled  all  the  neceflary  talents.  He  made  ufe  of  his  power *10 
reader  the  nation  bappy  ;  but  be  was, not  fo  himfblf*  He  reward^ 
cd  merit  alone,  rejecfled  all  oibers»  and  created  x  great  number  of 
malcontents,  who  exclaimed  and  difperfed/aurical  writings  againft 
the  new  minillcr  ;  at  firft  they  were  difregarded^  but  becoming 
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tiuinfrous,at  lenp;lb  they  were  read,  and  at  laftmade  an  impreftion^ 
The  blind  populace,  uneafy  and  inconftant,  accudomed  tbemfehnN 
10  ridicule  their  idol,  and  foon  began  to  defpife  him.  Sadock  acdrt 
entirely  for  the  bed,  and  difpleafed  every  body.  If  ht  favouriii 
the  great,  the  ])eople  murmured  ;  if  be  relieved  the  people;  the 
great  accufed  him  to  the  fultan  of  endeavouring  to  form  a  pargr. 
No  longer  knowing  how  to  acl,  he  took  a  refoliition  to  refign,  and  ' 
had  the  chagrin  to  fee  every  body  rejoice  at  his  relignation. 

liU  fuccelfur  engaged  his  mader  to  declare  war  againd  the  fid*, 
tan  of  Bagdad,  in  order  to  employ  the  people,  and  preferve  hiin. 
fclf  in  power  ;  the  triumphs  of  the  empire  caufed  them  to  blefi 
bis  adminidraiion.  Sadock  heard  with  tranfport  the  fill  tan’s  foe. 
cefs  ;  the  joy  of  the  people,  their  acclamations  at  the  new'S  of  a 
vi<.‘lory,  the  praifes  which  they  lavidied  on  the  general,  indamed 
his  foul  ;  be  envied  this  kind  of  glory  ;  doubtlefs  it  is  the 
pure;  be  bad  recoiirfe  to  his  Genie,  and  joined  the  army.  He  foon 
clilliugnilbed  biinfelf  by  bis  merit,  valour,  and  conduct,  and  the 
general  ratfed  him  to  the  highed  military  pods,  Sadock  acquired 
great  leputaiion,  and  the  love  of  the  troops,  the  command  of 
whom  be  o’.nained  upon  the  death  of  the  general.  His  arms  werc^* 
fuccefsful  ;  be  defeats  the  fultan  of  Bagdad,  conquers  bis  king^ 
doui,  takes  his  only  daughter  prifoner,  and  fends  her  to  his  ma&^ 
ter’s  court,  who,  out  of  gratitude,  loads  him  with  the  honours  due 
to  a  warrior  who  added  a  fecond  crown  to  that  which  he  podet  . 
fed  before.  •  '  '  . 

I'lie  princefs  was  young,  and  extremely  beautiful.  Sadock  at 
fird  fight  fell  violently  in  love  with  her  ;  he  implored  his  Genic#’^ 

1  adore  the  princefs,  faid  he,  I  cannot  be  happy  nnlefs  I  pofleft 
her,  and  Ihe  loves  and  confents  to  marry  me.  Oh,  Genic,  do  itiC^Sa 
this  fcrvicc,  it  lliall  be  the  la(l  I  will  requefl  of  you  ;  happy  thro’)! 
this  marriage,  I  (hall  have  no  other  vvifh  to  form.  The  Genic - 
imoothed  all  didiculties.  Sadock  demanded  the  princefs  as  a  re- - 
ward  (*f  his  fervices  ;  the  fultan  granted  his  requefi,  and  the  priti«d 
eels,  without  rchicdance,  palfed  into  the  arms  of  her  conqueror.  ^  ‘ 
W^’liile  his  brfl  tranfports  lailed,  Sadock  was  happy  :  cnjoyitient'o 
rxtinguilhed  love  ;  he  now  no  longer  fought  his  wife  with  his  for*  n 
iner  e.irnellneU  ;  the  princefs  perceiving  him  lefs  tender,  became 
b  (s  fo  hcrloif,  and  called  to  mind  the  noblenefs  of  her  birth,  and*'* 
that  her  hiiUiand  was  beneath  her  ;  (he  made  him  (enfible  of  thifi'^ 
humiliating  circuniftancc  ;  he  now  lamented  his  having  married^ 
and  el'pccially  a  princefs.  He  could  not  divorce  her  like  another 
perion  ;  he  pined  himfelf  away  with  grief  and  defpair.  His  Gcni^-^^- 
appeared  to  him  again.  I  am  very  miferable,  faid  Sadock;  is  there 
no  remedy  to  conilort  an  hufhanci  who  laments  bis  being  fb?  Your  ^ 
tvifr  was  your  own  choice,  replied  the  Genie.  I  loved  her  ;  I  was' 
blind,  but  iny  eyes  are  now  open. — Can  nothing  but  death  part 
ili.4  ?  You  are  torbid  to  defire  hers  — I  do  not  requeft  that  of  you, 
knlweied  he,  fighing,  but  can  you  do  nothing  to  allid  me  ?  I  can 
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rid  yon  of  her,  without  caufing  her  to  die,  but  it  will  expoTe  you 
to  great  misfortunes. — I  brave  them  ;  there  can  be  none  equal  to 
the  ciirfe  of  living  with  her.  Serve  me  this  once,  my  dear  Gc* 
nie.  ah  !  this  lait  favour  will  furpafsall  the  reft. 

Sidock’s  enemies  had  long  ftudied  his  ruin.  They  inceflantly 
repeated  to  the  fultan,  that  it  was  the  higheft  imprudence  to  fttf- 
fer  him  to  pofTefs  a  wife,  who  had  pretenftons  to  the  throne  of 
llagclad,  which  ftie  tranfinitted  to  her  hufband,  and  which  liich  a 
iiiaii  as  Sadock  might  make  an  advantage  of.

AS  1  ])rofefs  to  be  a  chridian,  I  reckon  it  my  indifpeiifible  duty 
to  attend  the  public  wordiip  of  God  tr  But  1  am  lorry  to  fay,

Two  founds  are  only  to  be  heard  from  the  refined  preachers  of 
this  enlightened  age — virtue  Bnd  vice.  The  beauty  of  .the  one 
and  deformity  of  the  other  (whatever  be  the  text)  is  the  modern 
inexhaudible  theme.  This  may  be  very  good;  but  for  ray,  piart 
(and  1  find  many  of  the  hearers  labour  under  the  fame  difficulty)# 
I  am  at  a  lofs  to  know  what  our  preachers  really  mean  by^  virt^. 
With  pleafure  I  can  hear  virtue  celebrated  in  the  writings  of, 
Plato,  Seneca,  or  the  renowned,  I  believe  I  fliould  have  faicL  4i^ 
vine,  Socrates.  1  can  underdand  what  is  meant  by  it,  when  it 
occurs  in  the  Itudy  of  moral  pbilofbpby.  But  wbat  .is^ 
by  it  in  a  dilcourfe  on  the,  do<drifies  or  duties  of  chriflianityi^  1 
really  canuot  tell.  I  .do  not  find, that  our  blefled  Saviour >  ever, 
made  ufc  of  this  term,  notwithdaiiding  .the  many  feriDims  be 
preached.  It  is  only  thrice  ufed>  fb  far  as  1  know,  in  all  the  writ¬ 
ings 
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iiip;s  of  the  apoflles,  and  then  fo  as  to  leave  the  reader  m«^ 
liiile  doobt  as  to  the  meaning  of  h.  They  indeed*  frequemiy 
fjMike  of  bolincfs  and  godlinefs\  which  again  are  as  feldoii 

ul’cd  by  our  modern  preachers  as  virtue  was  by  them .  What“it 
the  reaion  of  this  Icahnot  fay;  whether  virtue  be  a  proper  tenn^- 
the  Ideality  of  which  was  not  perceived  by  the  firft  teachers  of( 
cbriilianity,  or  whether  it  is  underftood  as  comprehending  all  thati 
they  meant  by  grace,  hoUnefs,  8cc.  thole  who  make  fuch  freqaent 
life  of  it  (hould  inform  us.  Sometimes  indeed,  when  I  hearniy« 
felf  and  others  exhorted  “  to  walk  in  the  paths  of  virtue,  which' 
lead  to  immortal  glory  and  happinefi  when  we  are  told,  that 
the  virtuous  lhall  meet  with  approbation  and  reward  from  the 
fiipreme  judge  “  that  virtue  fccures  our  peace  and  happtneft 
both  here  and  hereafter,  &c.’^  1  am  inclined  to  think  it  isufed-ili, 
this  extenlive  view  ;  but  then  I  am  didiculted  to  know  by  what:^ 
auth«)rity  it  becomes  lo  comprehenfive  in  its  fignification,  or  how 
we  limplc  hearers  are  to  know,  when  it  is  ufed  in  this  fenfe, 'and 
when  philofophicallv.  If  virtue  has  not  fo  Cf)mprehenfivc  a  mean*’ 
ing,  what  is  the  rcafon  that  our  preachers  never  explain  the  nil-

1  alto  obfei  ved  pregnant  women,  to  have  had,  in  almoft  all  thefe 
cafes,  a  f^xmtaneous  motion,  and  to  have  applied  their  hand  to  2 
certain  part  of  the  body,  and  that  the  foetus  then,  retained  the 
mark  inipreded  on  the  fame  part  ;  if  they  had  not  moved  their 
hand  to  it,  fcarce  any  thing  heterogeneous  would  have  happened.
